SELL §.P.:; Employes Everywhere On Pacific Lines 
Are Hot After More Freight and Passenger Business 


The S, P. Employes’ Business-Getting 
Campaign has gotten underway with a

Results have been gratifying, nel only 
frum the standpoint of the volume of 
successful tips turned in, bui more 
particularly because of the enthusiastic 
and earnest manner in which employes 


"pee questions have been asked 
by many employes following the 
recent Business-Getting meetings: 
i1.How can we help to get more 
freight and passenger business, 
and how should we go about it? 

2. What different kinds of freight and 
passenger services has Southern 
Pacific to sell; what can we recom- 
mend to our merchants, our busi- 
ness and social friends? 

3. Why should we take our own per- 
sonal time to help get business for 
the railroad; isn’t that the job of 
traffic officers and salesmen? 

It is not surprising that these ques- 
tions are asked so frequently, for unless 
a person has made a habit of being on 
the lockout for every opportunity to 
help get business on Southern Pacific 
rails, he is not aware of the many 
chances that come his way every week. 
Beenuse our freight and passenger ser- 
vices are many and varied, few em- 
ployes outside the traffic departments 
are familiar with them except in a gen- 
eral sense, and still fewer are qualified 
to offer much of # sales talk regarding 
them, Nor are employes in general 
acquainted with the workings of the 
traffic departments or of the limitations 
that handicap smal forces of traffic 
salesmen in making personal solicita-

“Parson” Davis at the Bayshore Shops 
Business-Getting meeting on August 
19, when he asked the audience of some 
500 shopmen if they would stand help- 
lessly by with their arms folded and 
let their house burn down waiting for 
the fire department just because the fire 
laddies are paid to do that kind of work. 

His point was mighty well taken, and 
it can be expected that the great ma- 
jority of Southern Pacific men and wo- 
men are not going to stand by with 
their arms folded and let hundreds of 
railroad jobs be lost while they wait for 
a small group of traffic solicitors to do 
all the work in rustling up buyers for 
tickets and freight services. 

There was a time some years ago 
when people who wanted to travel very 
far had to go by train, and those with 
shipments to make were obliged to use 
the railroad. In those days traffic 
salesmen had their solicitation prob- 
Jems, but not like today when Southern 
Pacifie’s sales forces are up against the 
keenest sort of competition for every 
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passenger and every pound of freight. 

No longer is it possible, for instance in 
the San Trancisco traffic district, which 
extends 80 miles down the Peninsula, 
for the 15 district freight salesmen or 
the 10 district passenger salesmen to 
Keep a finger on every likely freight 
movement, or every prospective pas- 
senger. Nor can generous advertising, 
publicity and pamphicts be the only 
aids to traffic solicitors in getting por~ 
sons into our ticket offices or shippers 
onto the S. P. telephone. It is, rather, 
a job for the whole organization. 

The 15 strectmen in the San Fran- 
cisco freight district cach have their 
own well-defined beats. Each keeps 
close contact with an average of 300 
regular freight customers. To each of 
these customers he is the Southern 
Pacific whether it’s a freight matter or 
something else regarding the railroad, 
and quite often he is obligated to take 
care of purely personal services in order 
to maintain good business relations. 
Of the approximately 5,500 regular 
8. P. shippers in the 8. F, district, about 
3,000 are carload shippers. Hach sales- 
man keeps a card record of the weekly 
business handled with cach customer 
so that he has at all times a picture of 
the fluctuations in that traffic. He 
keeps his customers advised of any 
pending changes in rates and when a 
new rate is established be furnishes the 
eustomer with detailed information. 
With all these vitally important con- 
iacts to maintain, plus keeping up the 
equally important records, the freight 
soli¢itor is indeed a busy individual. 

The same situation exists with pas- 
senger streetmen. The 10 in San Fran- 
cisco distriet have their own territories 
and they try to get a line on every pas- 
senger movement originating in that 
territory, which is a big assignment. 
Y¥ach salesman has a live file of some 
200 individual, special party or con- 
vention movements that he is working 
on. He handles all the details of these 
transactions, and when the special 
parties or conventions move he accom- 
panies them to the train and often 
travels with them to assist in looking 
after arrangements en route. He meets 
special parties coming into the city, and 
two of them meet all trans-Pacific 
and inter-coastal passenger stcamers

coming into the harbor. Then there 
are night calls on individuals, and 
meetings with groups and committees 
planning trips. 

What applies to traffic salesmen in 
this metropolitan district is similar to 
certain extent in all traffic districts on 
Pacifie Lines. 

So it is obvious that the traffic sales- 
men can not do the whole job of con- 
tacting prospective customers; which 
leads into the answer to Question No. 1. 

There are four principal ways in 
which every man and woman on the 
railroad ean take part in this Busincss- 
Getting campaign: 

1, Let your merchant and firms with 
whom you do business know that 
you work for Southern Pacific, and 
that your steady employment 
makes possible your purchases. 

Payroll of railroad employes is a very 
important factor in the prosperity of 
communities. (See August Bulletin, 
page 3, for striking examples.) Com~ 


W. A. Worthington, 
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pared with our strong competiters on 
the highways, the railroad requires 
many hands to keep it running. But 
far too often local business houses do 
not realize how many Southern Pacific 
families are among their best customers. 
These business men would welcome 
knowing this, and if they are not already 
using our service a word from you 
would probably pave the way for a visit 
from an S. P. freight salesman. Many 
wives are helping out in passing this 
information along, and many em- 
ployes all over Pacific Lines are enclos- 
ing cards with their monthly remit- 
tances or indicating on their checks 
that the payment for purchases is being 
made with S. P. payroll money. 

2. Be constantly on the lookout for 
tips on freight and passenger busi- 
ness, and pass them along quickly 
to your superintendent, office 
supervisor, or local traffic office. 

if, after you have contacted one of 
your local business firms, they look 
like good prospects for our fast pickup 
and delivery merchandise freight or 
earlot. service, be sure that they get a 
visit from the S. P. salesrnan. 

Through a friend, or just by rumor, 
you may learn of an industry planning 
to locate in your community. Don’t 
delay in passing this information on toa 
traffic representative so he will have a 
chance to gct the haul of materials and 
machinery, The fellow who gets his 
bid in first usually stands the best 
chance of landing the business. 

Perhaps you have a friend or rela- 
tive who directs the routing of ship- 
ments for his firm. Your personal in- 
terest in obtaining some of this business 
for your company would likely carry 
vonsiderable influence in getting him 
to talk over his freight requirements 
with an S. P. salesman. 

Tips on passenger business are much 
easier to get hold of. ‘They come from 
friends and relatives, fraternal and 
social groups, from bits of neighbor- 
hood gossip the children bring home, 
from casual conversations with people 
you meet, and from so many other daily 
contacts. 

Many employes have written friends 
all over the country recommending 
travel over S. P. routes in visiting the 
San Francisco exposition next year, 


the officers, office managers and chief clerks to lend every support pos- 
sible in promoting the Business-Getting campaign now gathering mo- 
mentum in all departments. A wire from Vice President J. H. Dyer who 
was in Denver, pledged full cooperation of the Operating Department. 
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and others have been writing American 
Legionnaires urging them to use 8. P. 
lines in going to the convention in Los 
Angeles this month. 

Traffic offices are anxious to get these 
tips and will do everything humanly 
possible to follow through quickly and 
try to make the sale. But, as was 
previously mentioned, the small traffic 
solicitation forecs are up against a 
tough job in every district. So when- 
ever possible the employe should use 
his personal influence in creating such a 
favorable impression of 8. P. service that 
the prospect will be willing to call at 
one of the convenient downtown traffic 
offices, particularly if it involves pas- 
senger business, rather than being 
promised that a salesman will make a 
personal eall. Or perhaps the employe 
ig in a position so he can accompany 
his prospect to the Company's ticket 
or freight office, which he should do by 
all means if possible. 

3. Do your part in creating for S. P. 
the reputation of being a friendly 
railroad; a railroad that appre- 
ciates its customers; a railroad 
that is easy and pleasant to de 
business with, 

We oursclves trade day after day 
with a merchant because we like him 
or his clerks. We go back time and 
again to a shoe store or a haberdasher 
because we like the product and the 
onal attention the salespeople give 
us. It’s the same way with persons 
who have transportation to buy. Tf we 
fall down in the quality of our service; 
if we fail to treat them with friendly 
consideration; or if we greet their tele- 
phone ¢alls with indifference, we cer- 
tainly ean not hope to invite or hold 
their good will. 

4. In your contacts use every oppor- 
tunity to drive home the fact that 
the railroads are staggering under 
the handicap of legislative regu- 
lations not equally shared by 
other means of transportation. 

Of the four “ways” of transportation 
in this country—waterway, sirway, 
highway and railway—only the rail- 
roads build and maintain their own 
“ways” without the aid of money we 
all pay in taxes. More than that, the 
money the railroads pay in taxes on 
their own “ways” helps to support 
schools and other functions of govern- 
ment, 

Many examples of the unfair position 
the railroads are in could be cited, but 
none is more emphatic than the in- 
cident of last spring when devastating 
floods swept southern California. The 
railroads spent many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in restoring service 
over their lines, while highway competi- 
tors had their “ways” opened for traffic 
by the state pouring out huge sums 
from public funds. 

Remember these four points, and 
let’s join in a concerted effort to create 
friendliness, understanding and more 
business for Southern Pacific,

TRIBUTE: Columnist Lessing 

Takes Look “Behind Scenes” 

Ninety-nine times out of a hundred 
the Daylight arrives at its terminal on 
the dot. One of the rare occasions 
found Bruno Lessing, famous Hearst 
columnist and world traveler at 3rd 
Street Station, San Francisco, to meet. 
his wife. When the streamliner was 
announced late, he went to Superin- 
tendent J. J. Jordan’s office for informa~ 
tion. There he found the Coast Divi- 
sion boss obviously worried and his 
assistant, L. P. Hopkins on the phone 
to San Jose, where the Daylight was 
delayed with a hot box. 

All railroad operating men know, of 
course, that hot hoxes will happen, just 
as do many other annoyances that 
interfere with smooth train operations. 
And when these things happen there 
are trained men everywhere who step 
quickly and efficiently into the breach, 
just as did the yard forces at San Jose 
and the officers in San Francisco. 

But this “behind the scene” event 
gave Mr. Lessing opportunity for an 
“outsider” to get a glimpse of how the 
railroad functions in such emergencies; 
and he was mightily impressed. So 
much so that he wrote 6 column about 
“these men—conscientious units in a 
vast organization—-who had been fol- 
lowing and controlling the destiny of 
that train without a single passenger 
being aware of it-”. Mr. Lessing’s com- 
ments’ were a tribute to railroaders 
everywhere,

LIHOUGH it showed black on the 
calendar, August 22 of this year 
was a real “red letter” day for Superin- 
tendent George E. Gaylord of the Com- 
pany’s Western Division, with head- 
quarters at Oakland Pier. 

On that date he completed half a 
century of service with the Southern 
Pacific Company. But what’s more, 
he’s still on thé job, going strong! 

Railroading came naturally to Mr. 
Gaylord. His father was a construction 
superintendent for Chicago & North 
Western lines, and it was with his dad’s 
outfit in Iowa that he first went to 
work as a water boy. That was in 
1885, at the age of 18, 

In 1887, when he was 15 and quite 
grown up, young Gaylord got a job 
“firing” a switch engine in the con~ 
struction camp yards. Then, one win~ 
ter day, the switcher was sent out on 
line with a load of construction ma- 
terials, and ran into a first-class blizzard, 

The storm was the worst in years, he 
recalls, and the work train was soon 
stalled and snowed under in a deep cut. 
With the other members of the crew, 
Fireman Gaylord found refuge in a 
nearby farmhouse where he had to re- 
main for three days. The outside

temperature was 42 degrees below 
Zero, 

“Right then,” he says, “I made up 
my mind to find a warmer winter 
climate. So I quit my job as soon as I 
got back to camp, and headed west 
on a one-way journey to the Pacific 
Coast.”” 

Mr. Gaylord was barely 16 when he 
arrived in California, after several 
months on the way, 
and hisemployment 
by Southern Pacific 
was practically si- 
multaneous, He 
landed in Oakland 
August 21, 1888, 
and went to work 
for the Company 
the very next day 
as a freight brake- 
man, on the lines 
over which he now 
has supervision, 

His first run was 
from Oakland to 
Sacramento by way 
of Port Costa and 
Benicia, and he well 


prise when the train 
was placed aboard 
the old car ferry for the transfer across 
Carquinez Strait, Ne one had told him 
about that feature of the trip. 

“It was so foggy you couldn't see the 
opposite shore,” says the veteran super- 
intendent, “and for a while I wasn’t 
sure whether I had hired out as a rail- 
roader or as 2 seaman on an ocean-going 
barge.” In time, he became a freight 
conductor, and in 1895 was made 
statioumaster at Oakland Pier. This 
led to the position of trainmaster, with 
jurisdiction over the district between 
Tracy, San Jose and Oakland. 

Promotion toassistantsuperintendent 
of the Western Division came to him 
in 1916, and two years later he became 
superintendent of Stockton Division.

VETERANS: Help to be Given 
on Retirement Applications 


Veterans planning to retire under the 
provisions of the Railroad Retirement 
Act may now call on some specially 
designated porson to assist them in fill- 
ing out the necessary application 
blanks. Details of the plan had not 
been worked out when the Bulletin 
went to press, but officers and employes 
of the General Office are to apply at the 
office of the Secretary, Board of Pen- 
sions, for assistance, while those out on 
the line may call at the offices of the 
superintendents of the divisions or gen- 
eral shops, or at the general stores. 
This arrangement beeame effective 
September 1. It is also suggested that 
veterans notify their employing officers 
two or three months in advance of the 
date of retirement and arrange to ox- 
ecute their applications prior to time 
of retirement so all will be in readiness 
for them toreceive theirannuity checks 
without having to miss a payday.

Southern Pacific pioneered the way 
in this highly specialized, precision 
freight service and its methods of co- 
ordinating trains and trucks in fast 
pickup and delivery of merchandise 
shipments has become the pattern 
adopted by many other railroads. 

From its early beginning in March 
1929 in a limited territory adjacent to 
Los Angeles, this type of freight service 
expanded rapidly because it found favor 
with less-than-carload shippers and to- 
day embraces the railroad’s cntire Pa- 
cific Lines. 

Truck service is provided by the sub- 
sidiary Pacific Motor Trucking Co. 
Local pickup and delivery between 
freight station and business houses is 
handled most generally by contract 
draymen, although PMT performs this 
service in a few of the larger cities. 


10 Fast Merchandisers 


As the service grew in volume there 
developed the need for special overnight 
trains operating between major peints 
on schedules as fast as passenger trains 
so that early next morning deliveries 
could be made to local business houses. 
First of these trains was the Overnight 
established October 22, 1935, between 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. 

Success of this train led to inaugura- 
tion of ten more trains and services of 
similar character, ereating a net work 
of train-truck routes covering Califor- 
nia, Oregon and part of Nevada, giving 
shippers in the San Francisco bay dis- 
txict, Los Angeles, Portland, Sacra- 
mento, Stockton, Fresno, Reno, and 
other distribution centers overnight de- 


livery of merchandise freight to custo- 
mers in their respective trade areas. 
Phoenix and Tucson have similar ser- 
vice in their territories. 

For instanee San Francisco bay dis- 
trict shippers can have their merchan- 
dise picked up at their store door in the 
afternoon and delivered next morning 
to anyone of their customers’ doors in 
more than 500 cities and towns, over a 
radius in some instances of nearly 500 
miles from the San Francisco firm, The 
accompanying map shows how the ser- 
viee spreads out from other principal 
distribution cities. 


Cheap for the Service 


Considering the high speed feature 
of this claborate and complete mer- 
chandise freight service, a person 
might think it would be too costly for 
the average merchant. The rates, how- 
ever, are sufficiently low so that the 
railroad has been able to meet its com- 
petition throughout the Pacific Coust. 
territory. 

A grocery merchant in Oroville, for 
instance, ordering canned vegetables 
from wholesaler in San Francisco can 
have the freight picked up at the door 
of the wholesaler and delivered to his 
door in Oroville, Calif., a distance of 
148 miles, for 58e per 100 lbs.; and for 


This map shows the extent of Southern 
Pacific’s network of overnight routes for 
merchandise freight deliveries.

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Above are shown the Four Scenic Routes of Southern Pacific, For a trip to the East, each route 
is a possible way to go and each a possible way to return, In all there are sixteen different ways to 
vary a journey. Also an S. P. roundtrip ticket, offering a wholly different landscape each day, 
costs no more {from most points) than an ordinary back-and-forth roundtrip over the same route. 


a shipment weighing between 75 and 
100 Ibs. his total freight charge would 
be 70c. For a small additional fee it is 
not neecssary for him to make eredit 
arrangements with the San Francisco 
distributor, but can have his shipments 
delivered on a C.O.D. basis. 

The shipment in this particular in- 
stance would be handled by fast mer- 
chandise train to Marysville, trans- 
ferred during the night to a PMT tru 
and moved to Oroville for early morn- 
ing delivery to the grocery store.

North- 
bound are the Cascade and other trains, 

From San Francisco a passenger can 
go to New York via our Overland 
Route returning via the Sunsct Route 
through New Orleans without any 
additional ticket cost.

The record breaking coach fare of $6 
one way, $10.80 roundtrip, between 
San Francisco and Los Angeles is good 
for travel on the Daylight, and, an 
important selling point is that the 
entire trip can be made by rail without 
any changes en route. 

Overnight trains between San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles carry comfort- 
able coaches or reclining chair cars, 
except the Lark, which is all Pullman, 
so people wishing to travel at night on 
these fares can do so without losing 
working time.

GUARDSM Training For 
S.P. Handling State Troops 


Encampments of National Guards- 
men from California, Oregon and Ne- 
vada during the summer months gave 
Southern Pacific some nice passenger 
business and also provided the operat~ 
ing and traffic personnel with training 
in handling troops that National Guard 
officers consider an important phase of 
their annual maneuvers. 

California divided its encampment at 
Goldtree, just north of San Luis Obispo, 
in two periods; the northern units 
maneuvering there from July 10 to 23, 
and the southern units from July 24 to 
August 6. Of the 5142 members of the 
Guard, 4400 moved into and out of 
Goldtree on S. P. trains. Eleven special 
trains moved the guardsmen to the two 
encampments, in addition to extra 
equipment on some regular trains. 

Major General Storey and Adj. 
General Morehead supervised S. P. 
service at Goldtree from the National 
Guard’s point of view, and worked in 
co-ordination with Gen'l Passenger 
Agent F. C. Lathrop and Sup’t J. J.

Nevada National Guard also held its 
encampment at Goldtree July 17 to 30, 
moving in special train from Reno.

At Portland the guardsmen were 
delivered to the S. P. & S. for handling 
to Camp Clatsop. This service was 
supervised by Sup’t E. L. King and 
Gen’l Passenger Agent J. A. Ormandy.
